Sehmittberger Makes 
Astonishing Disclosures. 




New York, Dec. 22 — The Lexow 
committee Investigation wkt resumed 
Friday morning. Capt, Max Hchmitl- 
berger. of the Nineteenth precinct, was 
called Capt. Schmlttberger said he 
came forward voluntarily to tell the 
troth. Before his examination began 
all the other witnesses were excused. 
He detailed his service on the force, 
which began January 2K 1R74, when he 
wae 22 years old. There was no civil 
servioe then. lie was sent to the 
"Tenderloin,"' and remained on patrol 
there for three years, and got to know 
the precinct very well. Some of the 
policemen there then were favorites, 
he said. Such were excused from duty 
from time to time. 

Mr. Moss asked the captain if he 
knew of instances of patrolmen under 
his command who violated the rules of 
the department and defied his author- 
ity. The captain replied that he did 
aot 

The witness said, however, that he 
had heard of men who stated that their 
pull would be sufficient to get them 
clear of a violation of the law. These 
men generally belonged to political 
clubs. 

"Can you state why, under Special 
Officer Price, so many disorderly houses 
were allowed to run?" 

"Because they paid for protection." 

"Who was the man to whom the pro- 
tection money went directly?" 

"Oapt. Williams." 

"Would It be possible for those places 
to run openly without the toleration of 
the captain?" 

"No." 

The captain said he was aware of the 
practice of collecting money from the 
squad. 

"Bob Vail told me." said he, that he 
collected for Capt Oastlin. and said I 
was a fool if I did not do the same." 

"How muoh money did Vail bring 
you?" 

"About $180 a month for two 
months." 
"Did you give Vail anything?" 
"Yes, sir, twenty per cent." 
"Who succeeded Vail?" 

"Did Gannon collect the same as 
Vtsil?" 

"Yes, sir. I gave him also 20 per 

"Had you any conversation with any 
ofBcial about the money?" 

"Yea, sir; 1 had with Inspector 
Steers. He told me as there was hard- 
ly any money in the precinct he did 
not expect anything from me. He said 
he aanVd and was transferred to the 
Twenty-fifth precinct" 

"Did you pay any money?" 

"No. I made Gannon my confidential 
man to make collections in the pre- 
cinct. I got Gannon transferred from 
the steamboat squad. The only source 
ef revenue in the precinct was the 
policy shops and the ltohemian Liquor 
Dealers' association. There were ten 
policy shops in the precinct and I told 
Cannon they should each be assessed 820 
a month. A man named Parker ran the 
policy shops. The Bohemian liquor 
sealers paid t»0 a month. I paid Gan- 
non 20 per cent." 

"Did you give any of that money to 
say police official?" 

"Yes. sir." 

"To whom?" 

"To Inspector Williams." 

The captain said he gave Williams 
daring the nine months he spent in 
the Twenty-seventh district about one 
thousand eight hundred dollars. It 
was the custom of the captains of the 
precinct to pay the inspector of their 
districts. He was transferred because 
of a row he had with the liquor deal- 
er*. Superintendent Byrnes instruct- 
ed the captains to make no arrests for 
exposure. 

The witness said he was transferred 
to the ninth precinct (Charles street), 
bat made no collect ions there, remain- 
ing only a month. Then he went to 
the Twenty-second and remained until 
December, 1803. 

"How much did you collect in the 
Twenty-second?" 

"There was about BOO or $600 a 
month collected from all sources." 

"Had you any speeial order regard- 
ing the protection of certain disorderly 



"Yes, sir; when 1 was appointed I 
called upon Commissioner Martin, at 
headquarters.

"On another occasion," continued 
the witness, "Martin sent for me to 
some, to headquarters.

The 
woman told Casey she was a friend of 
Commissioner Martin, and it was better 
to aee him before he would do anything. 
The officer told me, and the next day 
I received a message from head- 
quarters from Martin. I went to see 
him and he asked me did I send a man 
around to Sadie West's. I said I did. as 
I had received a complaint about the 
bouse. Martin aaid I should warn the 
officer and apologise to the woman the 
next day. 1 protested, but he aaid I 
should do as I was told. I sent around 
Casey, and he had tq apologise to the 
woman the following day for raiding 
the house."

BISHOP THOMPSON DEAD. 
A Famous Colored Man Ends Ble Career at 
a Ripe Old Ace. 

Nkw YortK, Dec. 22.— Bishop Joseph 
H. Thompson. M. D., D. D., of the Af- 
rican Methodist Episcopal Zion church 
In this country, died at his resi- 
dence here Friday morning in his 
seventy-sixth year. He was born in 
slavery at Winchester, Va.. December 
20, 1818. He ran away at the age of 
16, and after many narrow escape^ 
reached Williamsport. Pa., where he 
learned the trade of a blacksmith. 
IB years of age he was unable to 1 
or "to sign his name. He graduated 
from the University of Medieine. Phil- 
adelphia, with the degree of doctor of 
medicine, April 1, 18*8. 

He was also subsequently made 
doctor of divinity. In July. 1870. 1 
was consecrated to the office of bishop 
in his denomination at the general con- 
ference held In Louisville, Ky He 
was one of the founder* of Livingston 
college, in Salisbury, N. C. In Sep- 
tember, 1881, he was one of the 
delegates chosen to represent Meth- 
odism at the Ecumenical conference 
held in London. Three years ago the 
bishop and Mrs. Thompson celebrated 
their golden wedding. The wife died 
lost year, and only one of their chil- 
dren survives. His last active work 
was at the (ienesee conference of his 
denomination in September. 1893, at 
Auburn. N. Y. He was made a Royal 
Arch Mason in Nova Scotia, and visited 
Hi John s lodge. New York city. The 
funeral will take place in the Zion 
church here next Monday at 1 p. ■
